ful and foolish attempt to change humian na-

In every other ense where
the State confers benefits it elaims no equiva-
lent of some kind, and the Governmetit of the
colonies is no longer to constitate the solitary
exception to this rmle,

We do not wonder that this doctrine has
carried dismay to some colonies and given
food for reflection to all. The letter which
has suggestod our remarks says traly enongh
that “*the digelosure of =uch a policy opens a
new view of the velations of the mother conn-
try towards them.” Strictly speaking, per-
haps, it is not anew view, for the word “‘new’
seems to imply that some other and contrary
view hng been taken previously. whereis we
should be inelined to say that this is the fivst
time the Colonial Office has formulated any
distinet view at all, Tt is obvions that o rigid
adhierence to the poliey laid down hy Lowd
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Granville will considerably alter the rve-
lation of the colonies to Great Dri-
tain, and it is  wvery reasonabile that

S01e njn]iul'lllllii.\' shonld be given to those
most direetly afl'ected hy the change of com-
munieating with each other and with the
Home Government npon the points on whick
the Colonial Office and the colonies spem
be ol ssue, A conferenca of colonial repre-
sentatives to meet in London about Febraary
in ln}'uilill 1_\ s _—_:-unl n scheme as can e |]|.-_
vised of supplying this want. Up to this
point. therefore, we are quite at one with
Messrs, Youl, Sewell, dnd Blaine. 8o far as
any indications of the doctrines likely to find
favor with such a conference enn be gatherod
from their letter, we foresee that it mny hore-
after be much less ensy to ngree with theni,
To bepin with, we disclaim their desoription
of the mew policy. *“It appears,” thoy say,
“*to be this, that, except to the extent of
partial  protection in case of foreign war
with civilizod powers, the mother country re-
cognizes no responsibility for the welfare or
snfety” of the colonies, “*nor amy obligation to
Lhelp them, even in circmmstances of great
danger and pressing need.” We object alto-
gether to this parenthetical reference to n
very preat gift. ‘U'he writers of this letter
have apparently never asked themselves what
would be the position of the colonies of Great
Britain, supposing them to be doclared inde-
pendent. It is not too much to say, as regards
several of thew, that independence would be
merely the prelude to sulijection.  Even with
all the strength derivable from confedera-
tion, Canada would stand no chance the next
time an annexation policy became popular in
the United States, A war with England is o
serions wmatter, and the idea of it is
unpalatable to most thinking Awmericans that
the annexation cory is cortain to get dis-
couraged whenever there is any attempt to
raise it. If onee this consequence is di880-
ciated from the seizure of Canada, a very in.
portant obstacle would be removed, No other
colony stands in quite the same position with
rospect to its neighbors, but Jamaien might
also Liave attractions for the United States,
and it I8 by no weans certain that some Eu-
ropean power inay not hereafter find it more
l;rn]'llul;h‘ to cCOnuer a l"'llll'\"lliillll,' {-‘\}lull_\‘
than to found a new one, or o put up with

Canada and no Aunstralin, there might have
been more Fenians in the United States, ‘T'he
sense of dignity which the connection with
her gives to the colonist is compensated by
the corresponding sense of enipire which so
often saves English polities from that ynl-
garity to which they seem natnemlly prone,
The distinetion between these cases and those
other which the colonists seem to
expect from the mother conntry is that the
Intter seem to be pll on one side.
